Joseph Nickell and wife, of 
White^Oak: Wm. Prater, and wife 
of Salyrrsville, fifteen miles from 
the church; Isaac Nickell and 
wife, two miles In the county; 
John Hammonds and Polly Clem- 
ins, of Bloomington, six miles from 
the church.

FRANKFORT. Ky., April 2— 
Veterans with service-connected 
disabilities may obtain treatment 
on an out-patient basis from the 
Veterans Administration if eligi¬ 
bility is established, a State of¬ 
ficial has announced. 

R R. Thomas, director of the 
Kentucky Disabled Ex-Service 
Men's Board, said veterans, to be 
eligible, must have had active 
service in the armed forces, must 
have been separated under con¬ 
ditions other than dishonorable 
and must need treatment. 

He added that treatment may 
consist of medicines, fitting, ad¬ 
justing and repair of prosthetic 
and orthopedic appliances, den¬ 
tures, hearing aids and glasses 

Application for the treatment 
may be made to representatives 
of the board. Every area in the 
State is visited by a board rep¬ 
resentative at least once a month, 
Thomas said. «

Count Agent Carl Sin¬ 
clair recommends that Alfalfa 
stands should be top dressed each 
year with at least 600 pounds of 
0-10-20 with Boron each year.

Man Thought Intent 
On Bank Robbery 
Nabbed at Campton 

Paul Isaacs, 35, described by 
State Police as “a big time oper¬ 
ator" and apparently intent on 
larceny, worked his way in a 
matter of weeks into the social 
and business circles of Campton 
before being nabbed there last 
Saturday night on a burglarly 
warrant from Charleston, W. Va. 

Kentucky State Police brought 
Isaacs to West Liberty and placed 
him in jail to await authorities 
from West Virginia. Two detec¬ 
tives came Tuesday and took 
Isaacs to Charleston to stand trial. 
Kentucky State Police said he 
was wanted also in Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, Ohio and Washington, 
D. C., for safe cracking and bur¬ 
glarly. 

Isaacs attempted to pick the 
jail cell lock here Sunday but 
was thwarted by Jailer Patrick 
and Police Chief Jeff Williams. 

A handsome and well mannered 
man. Isaacs had been a frequent 
visitor in Campton since last 
November, posing as an oil dev¬ 
elopment promoter. He made 
many friends and worked his way 
so deep into business and social 
circles that one Campton attorney 
had let him use his office and 
the Kiwanis Club admitted him 
as a member. 

Isaacs, it is said, told of an 
associate, a geologist, who plann- 
comeing to Wolfe county to sur¬ 
vey for minerals. Before long, 

I one J. C. Amburgey showed up. 
He too became a member of the 
Kiwanis Club. And one of the 
men began dating an employee 
of the Campton bank. They min¬ 
gled with townspeople at the bus 
stop and attended church and 
I social functions. 

For a time the two were guests 
I of Otis "Soda Pop” Nickell. Later 
they brought a trailer to Camp- 
| ton. 

Some six months ago State 
Police at Morehead had noted 
Isaacs’ visits to Morehead and 
had kept him under surveillance 
while there. He posed as a con¬ 
tractor there. But without any 
charges against him. he was nev¬ 
er arrested. A few weeks ago. 
however, State Police at More¬ 
head received a picture of the 
man from West Virginia police and 
a notice he was wanted in Char¬ 
leston for burglarly. But he al¬ 
ready had left the Morehead area. 

Then last Saturday night State 
Trooper Corman went into a Cam¬ 
pton restaurant and saw Isaacs 
seated at a booth with a local 
woman. Meanwhile he searched 
the trailer and found burglary 
tools. A search of his room at the 
Rose Hotel also revealed more 
tools, an acetylene torch, gas 
regulator, drill, money containers 
and narcotics, according to Wolfe 
Deputy Sheriff John Combs. 

Nickell, who had been host to 
the two men for a time, also was 
arrested and held for question¬ 
ing. Sheriff Combs said Nickell 
had been convicted about six 
I ydars ago in the slaying of May¬ 
nard Wiseman and had been re¬ 
leased two years ago.

The min¬ 
utes were read by Harold Gene 
Perry, secretary. President Rose 
then introduced Mr. Gabbard who 
spoke on “Organized Business,” 
the subject now being studied in 
the class. He also answered ques¬ 
tions from the cluss about laws 
affecting partnerships and ex¬ 
plained how a corporation is 
formed in Kentucky. 

One very worthwhile idea that 
he made clear in answer to ques¬ 
tions about the bankruptcy law 
was that while an individual may 
not be legally obligated to pay 
debts, after going into bankruptcy 
there is a moral obligation when 
he is re-established—and honesty 
is the best foundation for any 
business.

Soil Bank Pay For 
Burley It Very Low 

Congressman Carl D. Perkins 
of the Seventh district reports 
that Kentucky burley tobacco far¬ 
mers who retire their tobacco 
acreage to the soil bank program 
in 1957 will receive an average 
of $170 an acre or less than 20% 
of its value. He has asked the 
Agriculture Department to in¬ 
crease this to 60%, pointing out 
that payments to farmers in 
other states exceed that of Ken¬ 
tucky. Florida tobacco farmers re¬ 
ceive $225 per acre; South Caro¬ 
lina—$240; Georgia—$220; Ten¬ 
nessee—$215; and Virginia—$200. 
It is easy to see why Kentucky, 
one of the two great tobacco pro¬ 
ducing states, retires a smaller 
acreage than either Virginia or 
Georgia. Kentucky burley far¬ 
mers have argued to retire only 
2% of their acreage this year.
